In compiling this Concordance to the Christian Science Hymnal, 
the aim has been to follow, as closely as practicable, the plan of the 
concordances to the writings of Mary Baker Eddy, compiled by Albert 
F. Conant. Nouns, verbs, adjectives, and adverbs have been included, 
with such other words as seemed of sufficient importance. With a few 
exceptions, the various forms of the verb “to be” have been omitted, as 
well as merely auxiliary verbs. 


The words are indexed by hymn number and verse. The numbers 
in the first column indicate the hymn; the numbers in the second column 
indicate the verse. Two numbers in the second column connected by a 
dash, indicate that the reference occurs in the two verses indicated, and 
also in all the intervening verses. The capitalized and uncapitalized forms 
of such words as Life, Truth, Mind, etc., have not been entered separately.
